A PROCLAMATION. 
. HEREAS the King, by 


his royal inflructions, has 

commzan ed me to ifiue a 

proclamation to make known 

the terms and conditions on 
which all perfons may obtvin grants of lands 
in the faid provinee, | DO, in obedicnce to 
his Majefty’s faid inftru€tions, ISSUE this my 
proclamation, and make known to all perfons, 
That they may, on application to me in coun- 
cil at St. duguffine, obtain grants of lands tn 
the faid province of Last- FLORIDA, in the 
following quantties, and on the following 
terms and conditions, viz. 

That one hundred acres of land will be grant- 
ed to every Perfon, being matter or miftrefs 
of a family, for himfelf, or herfelf ; and fifty 
acres for every white or black man, woman cr 
child of which fu h perfon’s family thali confitt 
at the a€tual time of making the grant; and 
‘mn cafe any perfon applying 2s aforefaid, thall 
he defirous to take up al .rger quantity of tand 

an the family right entitles fuch perfon to, 

on fhewing a probability of cultivation, an 

Jittional number of acres, net excecding one 

ufand, may be obtained, upon paying to the 

ceiver of the quit rents the fum of five fhil- 
gs Rerling for every fifty acres of fuch addi- 


tional grant, on the day of the date of the faid 
gram. 

That the gut rents of the lands granted in 
this province, are to be one half penny per acre, 
payable to his Majefty, his heirs, and oe 
fors, yearly, on the feat of Se. Michael, o 
within fourteen days of the fame, to com- 
mence on the firft feait of St. Michacl, which 
{hall happen two years after the Date of the 

rant: 

‘That in all grants of land to be made, regard 
will be had to the profitable and unprofitable 
acres, fo that cech grantee may have a propore 
tionadle number of one fort and the other; as 
likewie, thet the drcadth of each traét of land 
be one third of the lexgt of tuch traét. and taat 
the dength of each tract do not extend along 
the baxks of any river, but into the main-land, 
that thereby the faid grantees may have eacha 
convement share of what accommodation the 
fuid river may afford, either for navization or 
otherwile : 

That ai! perfons, on fulfilling the terms of 
the firit grant, may have a further grant of the 
hike quantity of lands, on the terms and con- 
ditions aforefaid : 

That for every fifty acres of plantable land, 
each grentee fhill be obliged, within three 
years afterthe date of his or her grant, to 
clear and work three acres at lealt, on that 
part of his or her tract, which he or the Ball 
think mo/l convenient cr advantageous, or elle to 
clear and dra: n three acres of fwampy or funken 
ground, or Crain three acresof marth, if any 
tuch be within his or Fes erent:

That Three Negro Slaves, to wit, one Negro 
Man named PETER, one other named ABRA- 
HAM, and another called BEN, hath abfented 
themfc!ves from their faid Matter, and are fuppofed 
to continae lurking about and committing many 
AG: of Felony in this Province. Peter is a yellow 
Fellow, about 5; Years of Age, fpeaks broken 
Eng'ith, and is about 5 Peet 8 Inches high : Had 
on when he went away, about Two Months ago, 
a woollen Jacket and Trouaers and an Oznabrig 
Shirt. Abrabam is a black Fellow, about 26 
Yeats. of Age, {peaks good Englith, and is about 
5 Feet i~daches high : Had on when he went 
away, about 6 Weeks ago, a woollen Jicket and 
Breeches, and an Oznabrig Shirt, is fuppofed to 
be sbout “bite Oak. Ben, is a black Fellow, 
about 5 Feet 6 Inches high, Country born, {peaks 
good Englith, and is fuppofed wo be gone 0 Cape-

THESE are therefore in his Majefly’s Name, 
to command the faid Slaves forthwith to furrender 
themfelves and return home to their Mafter: And 
we do hereby alfo require the Sheriff of the faid 
County of Craven, to make diligent Scarch and 
Porfuit after the sbove-mentioned Slaves; and 
them having found to apprehend and fecure, fo 
that they may be conveyed to their faid Mafler, 
or otherwife dilcharged as the Law direéts' And 
the faid Sheriff is hereby impoweréd, to raife and 
take with him fuch Power of his County as he 
fhall think fic for the apprehending the faid oat. 
lying Slaves. And we do hereby utes in Vir- 
tue of an A& of Affembly of this Province con- 
cerning Servants and Slaves, intimate and de- 
clare, That if the faid Peter, Abraham and Ben, 
or either of them, thall nor furrender him or them- 
felves, or return home immediately after tle Pub- 
lication of thefe Prefents, that then ary Perfon 
whatloever may kill or deftroy the faid Negroes, 
or either of them, by fuch Means as he or they 
may think fit, without any Accufation or Impeach- 


ment of any Crime or Offence for fo doing, or 
without incurring any Pemalty or Forfeiture there-
